How these insects manage this mar- 


velous uumhpr of eyes is not yet known. 
Thoy are immovable, but mobility is un- 
necessary because of tho range of vision 
afforded by tho position and the number 
of facets. They have uo lids, bnt arc 
protected from dust and injury by rows 
of K.ira growing along the lines at the 
O'liiclioiid of the facets.

eyes arc supposod to have been given the 
bv-e to emble U to see above its head 
when i'ltenl upon gathering honey from 
the cups of flowers. Probably this may 
be one rea&on, bnt it ij likely there are 
other uses for them not yet ascertained,

THK PltESl DENT'S MESSAGE. 


A synopsis of President Harrison's an- 


nual message to Congress \» published in 
the JOURNAL. The President makes few 
recommendations devoting h's message 
almost exclusively to a review of the 
worK of his Administration. He dwells 
at some length on the protective princi- 
ple, nnJ though he evidently believes in 
It cloos not recorarnond its continuance, 
satisfied that the people do not believe 
in the McKioluy method of carrying oat 
tho principle. 


On the silver question h« reiterates 


what he slattd in his letter of acceptance 
that he believes free coinage would re- 
sult beneficially to the commercial na- 
tions of the world, if Europe will agree 
to it. 
As the President knows that the 


money kings of Europe will not voluntar- 
ily consent to the repeal of the Act of 
1873, 
the 
demonetizaiion 
clause of 


which, it is alleged, cost them half a 
million clolia's to have surreptitiously 
incorporated in the statutes, he will not 
incur tho displeasure of the gold men by 
what he say's regarding free coinage. 
Congress should give tho country tho op- 
portunity of ascertaining whether the 
President's financial policy is shaped to 
suit the views of Lombard street and 
Wall street, or tho masses of the people 
of the United States, by passing the 
Stewart Free Coinage bill and submitting 
it for his approval or rejection before the 
holidays. 


Tho President lnya stress upon the 


prosperity of tho country and the im- 
niende value of our exports, but it 
will 


be observed that these exports consist of 
farm products—beef, pork, wheat, corn 
and cotton. 


If it could bo shown that a considera- 


ble proportion of our exports were man- 
ufactures, then indeed could a strong ar- 
gument be made in favor of a protective 
policy, which, undur tho present system 
compels the farmer, who has to tnd n 
market in Europe for what he produces, 
to paj high prict-s for what he consumes 
to enrich the favored few. 


Reference is made in the message to 


tha operations of the Shcrmnn Bullion 
Purchase Act of July, 18DO, but no ruc- 
ommeadiitioD is made as to whether it 
should bo continued in force or repealed 
though a bill for the latter purpose is 
now pending iu the Senate. 


The mess-ige is more laudatory than 


recommendatory and cooiains little that 
excites much favorable or unfavorable 
comment.

They see the manufacturing 
interests stimulated by protection, while 
•wheat, cotton and other products go 
down with silver.

that silver, measured by products and 
not gold, will buy more of them than 
ever before. Gold increases in purchas- 
ing power, while silver remains station- 
ary. 
Iu other words, the great prod- 


ucts of tho country huve declined with 
silver, while gold has increased in pur- 
chasing power owing to the scramble lor 
gold here and abroad. 
Thus the Roths- 


childs make the prico of our products as 
well us those of luclia. 


"This present Administration 
will 


leave a legacy iu the shupa of a large 
deficit in tho Treasury, and the policy of 
the Democracy must be iu fuvor of ex- 
piosion. The ^ecrutiiry has the right to 
issue now bonds to maintain the public 
credit, and mny We compelled to sell 200,- 
000,000 of 3 per cents here and abroad. 
Ia 
this way the demand for 'inore 


money' in tbe West and South would be 
satisfied, as the National banks could 
issue more notes ou these bonds. Cut- 
ting down tho tariff will not increase the 
revenues, and a tax on ten or other luxu- 
ries would be unpopular. When the new 
Congress meets it will bo found there 
will be an overwhelming 
m>ij.>rity 
in 


favor of expansion, to lift tbe prices of 
the gretU products of the country which 
are now ruinously low."

The Trades and Libor Assembly of 


Chicago adopted resolutions requesting 
President-elect Cleveland to call an ex 
tra session of Congress for tho repeal ol 
the McKinley Act. The Assembly favors 
free trade and seems to have no regard 
for the interests that would suffer by tho 
passage of 
a freo 
trade bill. 
As 


two hundred and fifty millions must bo 
collected from duties ou imports to do 
fray expanses, free trado is out of the 
question. 


Congressman-elect Peucu of Colorado 


lo a speech before the State Silver League 
advised the Silver men in Congress to 
make free coinage a rider on the bill to 
repeal the McKinley Act.

A. Review of -tli« Work of Bin Ad- 


ministration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — President 


Harrison sent his annual message to 
Congress to-day. 


In opening, he says that the country 


never in its history was in a more 
prosperous condition, and he quotes 
numerous statistics to prove this fact, 
giving it as his opinion that the un- 
precedented prosperity is traceable to 
the protective system which has pre- 
vailed for something like twenty or 
thirty vears. 


Continuing, the President says that 


it is not his purpose to renew the arg- 
ument in favor of the protective sys- 
tem, for the result of the recent elec- 
tion must be accepted as having in- 
troduced a new policy which means 
the repeal of the present protective 
tariff. 


THE TABUf QUESTION. 


The tariff bills passed by the House 


of Representatives at the last session 
were, as is supposed, even in the 
opinion of their promoters, inadequate 
and justified only by the fact that the 
Senate and House were not in accord 
and a general revision could not be 
undertaken. 


The President recommends that the 


whole subject of tariff revision be left 
to the incoming Congress, a matter 
which he regrets, because the threat 
of great tariff changes introduced u 
certainty and inaction in business cir- 
cles, and will likely lead to a decrease 
in the revenues from customs duties. 
The United States in its history has 
had several experiences of the con- 
trasted effects of a revenue and a pro- 
tective tariff, but this generation has 
uot felt them, and tho experience ol 
oiw generation is not highly iiistruc 
live to the next. 
The friends of the 


protective system, with undiminished 
confidence in tiie principles they have 
advocated, will await the results ol 
the new experiment, and will be agree- 
ably disappointed if it proves to be> a 
success. 


The strained and too often disturbed 


relations exinting between the em- 
ployee and employers of our greal 
manufacturing establishments, have 
not been favorable to a calm consider- 
ation by the wage-earneys and tbe ef- 
fect upon wages of the protective PVB- 
tem. He may now be able to review 
the question in the light of his per- 
sonal experience under the operation 
of a tariff for revenue only. 


COMMENDS HH OWN WOBK. 


The President commends the work 


of tho administration during the last 
fiscal year and says that every effort 
has been made to benefit the public 
welfare. 
Our relations with other na- 


tions are now undisturbed by any 
serious controversy, and since his last 
message Piesident Harrison says thai 
reciprocal trade agreements have been 
consummated between the 
Unitec 


States and the following foreign coun- 
tries : Guatemala, Salvador, the Ger- 
man Empire, Great Britain,Nicaragua 
Honduras, Austria and Hungary. The 
reciprocal agreements have boen o. 
much value to the United States as is 
shown by our great increase in foreign 
trade. 


The Behring Sea seal dispute is in tt 


fair way for arbitration and ft resull 
substantially establishing our claims 
and preserving this great industry to 
all nations is expected. 


OUR BK1ATIOXS -WITH' CANADA. 


Referring to our relations with Can- 


ada, President Harrison regrets thai 
in many of our controversies with that 
country, notably those as to the fish- 
eries on the Atlantic, tbe settling in- 
terests on tho Pacific and the Wetland 
Canal tolls, the negotiations have con- 
tinuously been thwarted by unreason- 
able and 
unfriendly protests and 


objections made by Canada. 


Referring to the fact that the Cana- 


dian Pacific and other railway lines 
parallel with our roads ou tho northern 
boundary, are taking away from our 
companies aa immense amount of 
business, the Piosident says that ad- 
vantage should be taken of our natural 
trade advantages and our independ- 
encB asserted of the Canadian canals 
and the St. Lawrence as an outlet to 
the sea, by the construction of an 
American canal around the falls of 
Niagara and the opening of ship com- 
munic»tion between the Gieat lakes 


I and one of our own seaports. 


MEXICO AND THK NICARAGUA CANAL. 
The recent 
disturbances of the 


public peace by lawioss foreign ma- 
rauders on the Mexican frontier have 
afforded this government an opportu- 
nity to testify its good will for Mexico, 
and its earnest purpose to fulfill tbe 
obligations of international friendship 
by pursuing and dispersing the evil- 
doers. 


The work of relocating the boundary 


of the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo 
westward from El Paso, is progressing 
favorably. 


It is impossible to over-estimate 


the value of the Nicaragua ship canal 
and it is to be hoped that Congress 
will give it an impetus that will secure 
its early completion. 


THE SILVER QI7K>;TI->r. 


In regard to tho silver question 


j President Harrison says: "Congress 


las been already advised that the in- 
vitations of this government for tbe 
assembling of an International Mone- 
;ary Conference to consider the ques- 
tion of an enlarged issue of silver was 
accepted by the nations to which they 
were issued. The conference assem- 
bled at Brussels on the 22d of No- 
vember and has entered upon the 
consideration of this great question. 
[ have not doubted, and have .taken 
occasion to express that belief as well 
in the invitations issued for this con- 
ference as in my public messages that 
the free coinage of silver upo'h an 
agreed 
international 
ratio, 
would 


greatly promote the interests of our 
people and equally those of other na- 
tions. It is too early to predict what 
results may be accomplished by the 
conference. 
If any temporary check 


or cblay intervenes I believe that 
very soon commercial conditions will 
compel the now reluctant governments 
to unite with the United States in 
this movement to secure the enlarge- 
ment of the volume of money needed 
for the transaction of the business of 
the world." 


THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Referring to tbe administration of 


the Treasury Department the Presi- 
dent says: ."If ilfcere are any who 
still nhink that tbe surplus should 
have bean" kept out of circulation by 
hoarding it in the treasury, or by de- 
positing it in the banks without in- 
terest while the government continued 
to pay the very banks interest upon 
the very bonds deposited as security 
for the deposits, or who think that the 
extended pension legislation, was a 
public robbery, or that the duties upon 
sugar should have been maintained, I 
am content to leave the argument 
where it now rests while we wait to 
see whether these criticisms will take 
the form of legislation." 


The public confidence in the pur- 


pose and 
Dility of the government to 


maintain the parity of all our money 
issued, whether coin or paper, must 
remain unshaken. The demand for 
gold in Europe, and the consequent 
calls upon us, are, in a considerable 
degree, the result of the effects of some 
of the European governments to in- 
crease their gold reserves, and these 
efforts should be met by appropriations 
upon our part. The conditions that 
have created this drain of the treasury 
of gold are, in a degree, political and 
not commercial. 
In view of the fact 


that a general revision of our revenue 
laws in the near future seems to be 
probable it would be bettor that any 
change should be a part of that re- 
vision rather than of a temporary 
nature. 


THE PURCHASE OT BILVKIt. 


During the last fiscal year the Sec- 


retary purchased, undtr the act ol 
July 14, 1890, 64,335,748 ounces of sil 
ver, and issued in payment thereo! 
ifol,10(5, COS in'notes. The total pur- 
chases since the passage of tbe act 
have been 120,479,981 ounces, and the 
aggregate of notes issued $116,783,590 
The average price paid for silver dur- 
ing the year was 94 cents per ounce 
the highest price being $1.02%. Jul> 
1, 1891, and the lowest 83, March 21 
181)2. In 
view of the fact that the 


Monetary Conference is now sitting 
and that a conclusion has aa yet not 
been reached, I withhold any recom- 
mendation as to the legislation upon 
this subject. 


DEPARTMENT EEPOBTS. 


The Postmaster-General's 
reporl 


shows a most gratifying increase anfc 
a most efficient and progressive man- 
agement of tiie great business of that 
great department. 


The report of the Secretary of tho 


Navy exhibits great progress in the 
construction of our new navy. Wher 
the present Secretary entered upon 
his duties only three modern etaei 
vestiels were in commission. The ves- 
sels since put in commission and to 
be put in commission during the win- 
ter will make a total of 19 during his 
administration of the department. 


President Harrison says the court oi 


private laud claims established bv 
Congress for tha promotion of the 
policy of speedily settling conlestec 
land titles is making satisfactory pro- 
gress in its work and when the work 
is completed a great impetus will be 
given to the development of those 
regions whore unsettled claims under 
Mexican grants have so long exerciser 
their repressive influence. 
Add to 


these the Indian lands opened to set- 
tlement and tbe amount of other lane 
opened to settlement during this ad- 
ministration and it reaches to 20,000,- 
000 acres. 


Speaking of the pension department 


the President declares himself satisfied 
that the affairs of (his office have been 
honestly and effectively administered. 
The list has greatly increased and the 
deficiency for the fiscal year is $10,- 
058,612. Tho maximum and expen- 
diture for the year ending June 30, 


1894, 
will be $183,000,000. 


He recommended that a commission 


be appointed to determine the best 
means of settling the claim of the gov- 
ernment against the Union Pacific. 


EXPOBW. 


Tiie export of American 
produce 


has greatly increased. Dressed beei 
has increased from 137,900,000 pounds 
in 1890 to 220.500,000 pounds in 1892, 
and during the past yorr 394,607 head 
of cattle have been exported against 
205,786 in 1889. While the depart- 
ment of Agriculture has done much to 
exterpate the disease of pleuro-pneu 
monta. 
Agriculture has constituted 


71.1 per cent, of our exports during 
the year ending June 30, 1892, the 
amount reaching $789,717,675, the to- 
tal exports being $1,030,297.030. 


The President approves tbe twenty 


days quarantine of all immigrant vea- 
eelo and will continue tbe order in 


definitely. 
He advocated the most 


stringent quarantine regulations to 
protect the country against the cholera 
plague •which is liable to break out 
next year. 


MISCELLANEOUS IfATTBBS. 


But brief mention is made of the 


Columbian Exposition and that is 
simply congratulating the country upon 
the magnificent exposition which will 
be tho greatest ever held on the globe. 


He advocates the passage of a law 


to protect railroad employees against 
danger of accidents in breaking and 
coupling freight cars. 


He deplores the evils connected 


with election methods as related to the 
choice of national officers and the un- 
fair apportionments of congressional 
districts, and calls upon Congress to 
appoint a non-partisan commission to 
investigate the evils, and pass laws 
which will abolish them. 


He denounces the lynching of col- 


ored people in the south and says tbe 
matter should be tho subject for legis- 
lation. 


This exhibit of the work of the ex- 


ecutive department is submitted to 
Congress and to the public in tbe hope 
that there will be found in it a due 
sense of responsibility and earnest 
purpose to maintain tbe 
national 


honor and to promote the happiness 
and prosperity of all our people, and 
this brief exhibit of the growth and 
prosperity of the country will give us 
a level from which to note the increase 
or decredenoe that new legislative 
policies may bring to them. There is- 
no reason why the national influence, 
power and prosperity should not ob- 
serve the rates of increase that have 
characterized the past thirty years. 
We carry the great impulse and in- 
crease of these years into the future. 
There is no reason why in many lines 
of the production we should not sur- 
pass all other nations, as we have 
already done in some. TUere are no 
near frontiers to our possible develop- 
ments. 
Retrogression would be a
